I don't even know what a 2-B is, but... 

Monitor the line voltage. And how often is every so 
often? Seconds? Minutes? If what I'm thinking of is what 
you described, it sounds suspiciously like a refrigerator 
or air conditioning compressor motor starting up. It will 


pull lots of current for a half second to a second or so 

as the starting winding gets the motor up to speed, dropping 
the line voltage (and thus the B+ of your LO, changing its 
frequency a few cps). When the motor is up to speed, the 
starting winding switches out, it pulls much less current, 
and the line voltage goes back to just about what it was 
before. 

If my theory is correct (yes, it's my 'theory', but I'm 
sure I'm not the only one who'se seen lights dim when a 
refrigerator cranks up), you should be able to easily recreate 
the problem by running your reciever on a Variac [or similar 
variable autotransformer by another manufacturer], and seeing 
if and how far the frequency drifts with slightly varying line 
voltage. 

As for a fix, I would then investigate some form of B+ 
voltage regulation.

OK, now that's got me wondering............. I always forget about that 
foolish suppressor grid. I had thought about trying out that "Barracks Bag 
VFO" which Bob, NA4G, has put out in the archives. That's an ECO and uses a 
6L6, 6F6, 807, etc. It obviously works with those but I guess you're saying 
it would be better to stick in something like a 6AG7 to really optimize it. I 
assume that the suppressor grid is affecting the efficiency of the oscillator 
and also affecting how well the signal gets coupled to the plate. Seems like 
I need to dig up some "real" tetrodes or pentodes without the internal 
connection.

OK. For all who are wondering about this, here is a quotation on this 
matter taken from my RSGB "Radio Communication Handbook" edition of 1972, 
page 6.13, "...An important feature to note is that a pentode which has 
its suppressor grid internally connected to the cathode is unsuitable for 
the e.c.o. type of circuit since the cathode is at r.f. potential to 
earth. (i.e. ground) If the same r.f. potential is allowed to appear on 
the suppressor grid, direct capacitive coupling between the oscillator 
section and the output anode (plate) circuit will exist. A valve with a 
separate connection to the suppressor grid must therefore be chosen so 
that it can be earthed." 


The edition which I have of Bill Orr's handbook says substantially the 
same thing, although I have not looked up the reference. 


I also vaguely recall reading a discussion of the e..c.o. many years ago 
which addressed this problem and explained the operation of circuits which 
purported to be e.c.o. but actually worked on a different principle, i.e. 
the 6V6 oscillator. 


BTW, to the list, there is very nice little transmitter described in QST 
for October 1979, page 34, entitled, "The CW-150 - A Classical Vacuum-Tube 
Transmitter". It is really neat! Uses a pair of 807/5933s.

I think you are thinking of the simplest Pierce oscillator (crystal 
between grid and plate, cathode grounded), right? Correct me if I am 
totally off base here, but I think if you will very carefully examine the 
circuit, taking into account interelectrode capacitances, you will see 
capacitive voltage dividers. The Colpitts oscillator was derived from 
this one. And although the cathode is grounded for DC (as are ALL 
oscillators in fact or they couldn't work) nonetheless, rf currents flow 
in the cathode circuit.

Power companies didn't "start to increase the line voltage." The 
various standards organizations settled on a number of voltages back 
in the thirties. 117.5 is an RMA (now EIA) standard set up in the 
thirties for electronic equipment---the average of 110DC (which was 
predominant in Manhattan until the 1960's and still in use elsewhere) 
115, 120, and 125 AC. +/- 10% this gives 105-130 (rounded off), and 
good equipment design should handle this range. 


Note that the sum of the nominal heater voltages in a 1940 AA5 using a 
35Z5 with the pilot lamp/tapped heater plate setup is 119.8 volts. 

The 35Z5 set up this way is rated at 32 volts.

Bashed up a knee tonite & vy tired but wanted to mention this while I 
was thinkin' of it. Much talk of rock sockets, and the Usual Suspects 
(400R TV leadin sockets, octals, etc) have already got mentioned. 


But there is an older trick that works well, too. Take a five-prong 
tube socket. Pins are unequally spaced on a 3/4" circle--1,2,4 & 5 are 
grouped, with a wide gap either side of 3 (it's the grid, that's why). 
Hook 3 to 4 and take that to the earthy side of the xtal connection; hook 
2 to the hot side. Now an FT-243 will fit happily between 2 & 3, anda 
"doorknob" crystal (or rectangle holder with 1/8" dia pins on 3/4" 
centers, Bud, Valpey et al made such) fits between 2 & 4. For the tiny 


new crystals with dinky pins, it's not hard to take some plex & 1/8" 

brass rod and make a little adaptor--the toy pins will fit contacts stolen 
from a mini tube socket. (And for those who dunno, 1/8" rod will take 
6-32 threads nice as can be--tap the plex to match and dab some epoxy on).

Through my experience with Ten-Tec and Drake..it sounds like an inject 
problem. In remote both operate separately, in main the remote either 
injects into the SB-104 or fails to connect from it. Bet the manual tells 
you how to set this... 


I found in both the Drake 4 Line and the TR-4 remote VFO just switching 
between PTO's made a great difference in signal strength and power out. 
With Drake if you set one to max the other seemed to be way off....One 
worked at getting that alignment point compromise..plus with the Drake 4 
line you had to do this on every band!

Hi Guys and Bobbi, 

Am trying to restore a KWM-2 I picked up last weekend and have run 
into a problem, no doubt due to my unfamiliarity with the rig. It was 
stored for an extended period, and apparantly in a not too friendly 
environment, as there is a bit of surface corrision on the inside. 

Decided to tackle the worst problem first, which was the exciter 
tuning control which was completely frozen. After taking the tuning 
assembly apart and cleaning and lubing it, I was able to get the large 
outer shaft moving almost smoothly, with the little slugs moving in 
and out of the coils as they should. However, the control knob, which 
is mounted on a shaft concentric to the outer shaft, doesn't do 
anything--just turns aimlessly. 

Am I right that this inner shaft is supposed perform some sort of 
drive reduction, and is not directly coupled to the outer one? Is 
there some way of taking it apart to see what's going on without 
destroying it? 

Appreciate any insights those of you who have been there may have.

The Murphy B40 (and the somewhat similar B41 which was a VLF/LF version) 
was a Royal Naval receiver at the time I was in the Naval reserve (1970 
ish). It was just being phased out, however. It is a very odd looking 
device with a vertical drum dial, and the most massive bandswitch I have 
ever seen. The whole thing was enormously heavy (about 114 pounds), and 
was mounted on rubber mounts to cushion it from gunfire shock etc. 

It was widely available in the UK amateur surplus shops during the 1970s, 
but I don't think it was too popular because of the weight and the strange 
appearance (tall and narrow). 

It had 5 bands covering 650 KHz to 30 MHz, 2 RF and 3 IF stages with an IF 
of 500 KHz, and 10 valves. As I remember, it was a good receiver with a 
very high immunity to intermod from local transmissions. 

I don't think it was used in the merchant marine - Marconi had tha pretty 
well sewn up at that time.

I read with interest Jim's experiences with the audio mods for the R390 
audio subsystem. 

Bil Bowes <bowes@klondyke.net> puts out an excellent instruction package 
for this mod. With mine he also included the hard to find 25 volt zener. 
Anyone contemplating this mod should get this package before starting and 
you will avoid a whole bunch of grief. 

Now with my project I have completed the audio mod, replaced the rectifiers 
with diodes and the current regulator with the solid state mod. The radio 
has been cleaned and all the metal work in the frame put through an etching 
bath (commercial). Then completely aligned using a sweep generator for the 
IF. This is my pride and joy and the nicest R390-A I have seen. 

Now I have a plan to instal a real SSB system similar to the one planned by 
EAC at the end of the radios production. This involved great complexities 
in wiring but I believe I have an idea to simplify this considerably. This 
will provide xtal controlled BFO and no degradation to the existing AM system. 
Then finally I have an idea to replace the counter with a digital readout. 
When all this is done this will be my idea of the ultimate receiver and I 
am not sure what I am going to call it. It won't be an R390-A any more 
except that it will retain all the best of the radio and will eliminate the 
problem areas. 

Put alongside my Yaesu FT990 playing Radio Australia, for example, there is 
no comparison. 


As an aside I have also collected all the components and sub assemblies to 
put together a REAL COLLINS R390-A. The sub assemblies all appear to be 
from the original contract and are pretty old and grungy. Put together the 
radio actually works but there is work to be done. This one will not be 
modified in any way and will be an example of the Collins original. I 
actually have a Collins nameplate for it. 


I also have a late model EAC untouched. This one is advertised for sale in 
the latest issue of Electric Radio.

I have just completed the restoration of an SX-117 and HT-44 combo. 
Everything works beautifully with the following expection, and thus, my 
problem. In the transceive mode the HT-44 is slightly off frequency (about 
400-500 cycles). I have completed the alignment of the SX-117 BFO according 
to the manual and everything checks out. 


The HT-44 manual says to carefully adjust the warping trimmer C1 for zero 
beat. Herein lies the problem. I am unable to get the zero beat. The note 
in the manual says that receivers having 1600 and 1700 KC crystals bearing 
a part number, which mine have, may not be possible to quite reach zero 
beat as described above. It continues to say that I should contact 
Hallicrafters' Service Department for further instructions. 


I have not tried Hallicrafters' Service Department as I don't think anyone 
is on the other end of the line. Therefore, if anyone knows what the 
correction to the problem is, I would sure appreciate hearing from you. The 
manner in which the note is worded indicates to me that there may be a 
problem with the 1600 or 1700 KC crystal in the receiver. What say??

Shipping is such a hassle. It really pays to overdo packing just to avoid 
the unpleasantness that can occur. AS a reminder, the steps to successful 
BA shipping are 

1. Start with a box that looks WAY too big. 


2. Line the bottom and all 4 sides with sheet styrofoam (available at your 
local builder's supply place--often used in commercial construction to 
insulate roofs). 

3. Bag the BA (don't skip this step!). 

4. Wrap the BA in 3-4 inches of bubble wrap or foam pack (foam pack is used 
on furniture, pianos and garage doors--it's usually 3/8" thick or so and 
maybe 15" wide--it won't crush the way bubble wrap does). 

5. place the BA in the box. 

6. Fill all remaining space in box with peanuts or broken up PC or TV 
styrofoam packing etc. Squeeze down this packing until the BA is 

totally immobilized. Add a little too much packing so that sides and top 
of box bulge slightly. 

7. Insert address info, manuals, cables, etc on top, in bag. 

8. Seal the box with Nylon-reinforced tape and/or packing tape. 

9. In magic marker write "UP FRAGILE DO NOT DROP" on all four sides 

and on top of the box. 

10. Ship it and say a prayer. 


The claim inspector, god forbid you should ever meet him, will ding your 
claim for 1) less than 3" of packing around all sides, 2) failure to 

mark the box "fragile," and 3) having a box that is re-used (do you believe 
that one?). The claim is made by the RECEIVER of the shipment but payment 
is made to the SHIPPER. UPS keeps the damaged goods. 


If you have a BA that is valuable ($500 or over), I'd recommend sending it 
air freight for airport pickup. You still have to pack well, but the box 
is handled very little. And this usually doesn't cost a whole lot more 
than plain UPS. 


Shipping sucks. But what's the alternative?

Lately I have been using UPS with a HOLD FOR PICK-UP sticker. I have 
the boxes sent to the UPS station closest to my house and I come in 
person to pick it up. This saves damage by the driver hauling it to my 
residence. 


Another option that has always worked out is checked baggage. When I 
travel for buisness, I might run across the odd BA and have to carry it 
home. If it weighs less than 70 pounds, bubble-wrap and cardboard boxes 
makes a nice package to check in at the airline counter. Usually, no 
excess baggage is charged because I usually leave my home light (and come 
back heavy).

Just thought that I'd make a comment on the observation below: 
>The claim inspector, god forbid you should ever meet him, will ding your 
>claim for 1) less than 3" of packing around all sides, 2) failure to 
>mark the box "fragile," and 3) having a box that is re-used (do you believe 
>that one?). The claim is made by the RECEIVER of the shipment but payment 
>is made to the SHIPPER. UPS keeps the damaged goods. 

I've shipped MORE equipment than I'd care to admit. I've only had two 
damaged shipments. Both were UPS's fault and in both cases, the equipment 
was repaired by myself and they (UPS) for the repairs. In several more 
cases that I'm aware of, UPS didn't want the gear. So I think that the rule 
of UPS keeping the damaged goods is not hard and fast. 

On the packing material, I came up with an idea from long ago whose time 
has returned. I use Jumbo Yellow Popcorn. The same stuff that you eat at 
the theater. I pop it in my own hot air popper, courtesy of West Bend. I 
buy the stuff in 50 pound bags. It ends up being cheaper than the styrofoam 
and it will PACK like nothing you've ever seen. I've shipped R-390A's, 
SP-600's, and various BIG transmitters in the stuff and it works as well as 
Foam in place. It's not light as weight goes, but you'd have to run over 
the box with a truck or throw it out of a plane in order to damage the item 
inside. It's also environmentally friendly. 

One more thing. If you take your package DIRECTLy to UPS and they 
receive it themselves, they can't refuse to pay on a claim. They same can't 
be said of shipping from your office or a UPS drop-off point. I asked the 
UPS national loss prevention office about this and they confirmed it. So if 
you have a valuable package, and you want them to accept the responsibility 
for the potential damage, take directly to them and let them take your 
money. That put the onus where it belongs in the first place, on THEM!!

Hi Gang, 

Here's a brief report on my effort to modify my R-390A's audio 
module, using the much-heralded Kleronomos audio design. First some 
background: 

As nearly everybody knows, the R-390A's major glaring deficiency is 
its distortion-prone meager audio. The receiver doesn't really have an 
audio output stage, but provides 600 ohm “local audio" and "line out" 
levels to rear panel terminals. Each of these outputs is provided through 
identical 6AK6 output stages, and although either is sufficient to drive a 
small speaker (500mW max), the results pleasing practically nobody. 

In June 1991, Bill Kleronomos, KDOHG, transformed the world of 
R-390A enthusiasts by publishing "Real Audio for the R-390A" in Electric 
Radio. The article described a modification to the 390A audio module, 
which resulted in a 5 Watt high fidelity output stage having an 8 ohm 
impedance. No modifications to the body of the receiver or to any other 


modules was required. In February 1997, Bill published a follow-up article, 
also in Electric Radio, which updated the design. The new design revamped 
the driver stage to lessen tube-to-tube distortion characteristics and to 
provide a smoother overall sound. 


1. The Kleronomos Design: The latest version of the modification is a 
straightforward audio amplifier, using a 6DJ8 driving a 6360 output stage. 
The 6DJ8 is a dual triode and provides two stages of low level 
amplification. The balanced output from the second stage drives the 6360, 
which is a dual tetrode audio tube configured in a push-pull configuration. 
Tube biasing is provided by a 24V zener in the cathode of the 6360. The 
signal from the plates of the 6360 triodes is coupled into an output 
transformer, which transforms the 8K plate impedance down to 8 ohms. In 
order to reduce distortion, a portion of the output from the transformer 
secondary is fed back through a 4700 ohm resistor to the first driver 
stage. An additional aspect of the design is a simplification of the line 
output circuit, to reduce the need for one stage of amplification. This 
change, which entails changing a 5814A to a higher gain 6AH6, frees up 
chassis space for the rest of the modification. 


2. Doing the Modification: Armed with both E.R. articles and with the 
diagram of the original circuit spread out on the bench, I undertook the 
modification with some trepidation. My R-390A is a 1968 EAC version, and I 
was anxious about cutting into the beautiful wiring of the original audio 
module. I talked myself into the job by resolving to achieve a level of 
worksmanship comparable to the original wiring. Easier said than done, as 
it turned out. 

The conversion begins by removing the tubes and plug-in capacitors 
from the module, clipping the leads off two tube sockets (noting the wire 
colors), enlarging one of the mounting holes with a chassis punch (to turn 
the seven pin socket into a nine pin socket), and mounting a new tube 
socket and an output transformer on the top of the module. This part of the 
project went very smoothly, and took me only about an hour. The only tricky 
part was drilling some of the screw holes for the enlarged tube socket hole 
and the transformer, because the holes were at the edge of pre-existing 
holes. I found it easiest to start with an undersize drill in order to 
stabilize the hole location, and then work up to the full size bit. After 
the new components were mounted, I cleaned off the original tube 
identifying labels with a Q-tip doused with acetone, and relabeled the 
chassis with the new tube numbers. 

Next I removed all the underchassis components asociated with the 
original circuit. For the most part, these were located on a circuit board 
mounted horizontally on the underside of the chassis, and were clearly 
labeled. At this point I was ready to start installing the new components. 

This part of the job was harder than I anticipated. I had resolved 
to remount the new parts on the vacated terminals on the circuit board, but 
keeping track of the wire colors, patching the board as needed, and 
figuring out the optimal location for the new parts was rather challenging. 


I ended up redoing a few steps as I gained experience. Bill advises 
starting with the output transformer wiring and working back to the driver 
stage. In my usual contrarian spirit I went in the opposite direction. My 
advice: Do it Bill's way. 

The original wiring in the audio module is beautifully laced into 
harnesses, with the lacing cord turns spaced every quarter inch or so. I 
found it necessary to cut out some of the harness in order to dress some 
extra wires. Also, fewer total wires were needed in the modification, so 
removing the unneeded wires made the lacing too loose. In these instances I 
cheated by using black Ty-Raps every half inch or so. I don't think I could 
have duplicated the beautiful original lacing. It's an acquired skill which 
I haven't mastered. 

After about ten hours total, I had finished the job. I blew out the 
chassis with compressed air, went over each solder joint with a magnifying 
glass, double-checked the wiring, and defluxed the solder resin with 
anhydrous isopropyl alcohol. 

In order to test the circuit, I had planned on mounting the module 
on its side, so I could check the voltages and waveforms when I first 
powered it up. I had intended to plug the tubes in one at a time, looking 
for smoke, making sure filaments lighted, etc. When the time came, however, 
I was so tired from wiring that I threw caution to the winds, plugged in 
the module, attached a hi-fi speaker to the output terminals, and let her 
rip. What's the point in living if one can't take a risk or two? 
Fortunately, it worked perfectly, first time, no subsequent fiddling 
required. I was done. 


3. Performance: So how does it work? In a word, great! I haven't bothered 
to do an audio sweep of the gain flatness or attempted to measure the 
distortion, but my subjective impression is very favorable. (I'm not sure a 
distortion test would be worth the effort, since the distortion introduced 
by the AGC and detector stages is likely to be the limiting factor in the 
receiver.) There is no audible hum, even at the highest gain settings, but 
one can hear a slight hiss at full volume. The volume control has exactly 
the right adjustment range for the unit, and seems very natural. 

Out of curiousity, I did some A/B switching between the R-390A and 
my modern HF rig, both tuned to the same A.M. broadcast band music station. 
My modern rig is a Yaesu FT-1000D, and the line audio output from it goes 
into a twenty watt audio amplifier to a pair of $50 bookshelf speakers. 
Setting the Yaesu on the A.M. filter position, and the R-390A on the 16kHz 
filter setting, the difference was extraordinary. Although I expected the 
higher frequencies to be much stronger in the 390A, because of its wider IF 
passband, I wasn't prepared for the difference in bass response.The full 
base of the music came through clearly on the 390A, without distortion, and 
with a "solidness" I usually associate with component stereo systems. The 
Yaesu sounded tinny, by comparison, with evident distortion. I haven't 
compared the 390A with any other boatanchors, but my impression is that 
this modification may well turn the receiver into the best A.M. 
communcations receiver ever made, at any cost. In any case, the 


Kleronomos-modified R-390A is certainly the receiver to beat in this regard. 

Oddly, the modification makes listening to SSB something of a 
disappointment. Because the audio response reproduces faithfully all the 
distortion and limited passband of the transmitted signal, it highlights 
how crummy most SSB signals really sound. Listening to some SSB signals 
with it was a shock for me. I'll be interested to see how some old phasing 
designs, such as the 100V, or some of the wider passband filter rigs, such 
as the KWS-1, sound on it. 

All in all, I highly recommend the modification for somebody with 
$25 (parts are available from Antique Electronic Supply) and ten hours to 
spare. It will really transform your 390A. The modification is 
well-engineered and carefully thought through. The wiring job isn't 
difficult to accomplish if you take your time. However, if you want to buy 
one of the modules, already modified, I believe you can obtain one from 
Longmont Audio, telephone (303) 823-6428. I don't have any connection with 
Longmont, but got their phone number off a flyer. I don't know the price 
they charge for the module.
